Ron Spears’ business is buzzing. 

Instead of a three-piece suit, Spears 
wears a white jumpsuit and helmet 
drapped in screening material. The 
Upland businessman operates the 
Mountain Avenue Bee company. 

His business is at its height just 
about now as spring flowers and 
bushes begin to blossom and fill with 
nector. His season usually 
encompasses spring and summer. 

Spears currently is busy transporting 
his bees to and from the San Joaquin 
Valley almond orchards and Riverside 
County orange groves. 

Many of his work days are spent 
during the evening, when bees don’t 
fly. 

“Bees are like homing pidgeons, 
they keep coming back to the same 
hive. They don’t fly at night, so | do all 
the moving then, before they take off 
early in the morning,” he said. 

When he’s not working with the bees 
himself, Spears rents his bee colonies 
to growers for cross pollination. 
Renting one’s mainstay of the 
business can have its down side. 

Several colonies Spears was renting 
in Northern California were hit by 
lightning and burned. That stroke of 
bad luck cost him about $12,000. 

“Bees are susceptible to lightning 
and forest fires since they’re usually

out in the open in flat portions of an 
area,” he said. “If something happens 
to them, it’s a business loss. You can’t 
get insurance for bees.”’ 

Spears cultivates some of the honey 
from his bees for local sales. 

The small honeycombs are placed 
into a large vat. The combs are whirled 
at high speeds allowing the honey to 
separate without ruining the combs, he 
said. 

The honey then is filtered and 
packaged. 

“They make it and | take it. You have 
to leave some honey for them during 
the winter so they can survive, but | 
take most of it,” he said. 

Although he sells a portion of the 
honey himself, most of the honey is 
sold to the government as surplus. 

“| don’t like to do that, but the 
government can give me about 10 
cents more than commercial interests 
can,” he said. 

He used to be afraid of bees when 
he first starting working with another 
Upland beekeeper, Bill White. But the 
independent businessman now shrugs 
off the fact that he usually gets stung 
at least once every day as he is tending 
his colonies. 

“You get to a point where you build 
up an immunity to bee stings. People 
forget that bees sting, they don’t bite,” 
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Spears said. “If you get stung by a bee, 
don’t try and pull out the stinger. That 
just pushes the venom into the bite. 
You should scrape your finger over it 
instead.” 

Spears has learned the art of 
listening to the bees hum. He said the 
bees make a definite change in their 
hum when they are upset. 

Knowing that fact, he said, can save 
you from a few stings. 

The menacing, blood-thirsty image 
Hollywood and the news media have 
used to portray bees is unfair, 
according to Spears. 

“Bees do have an undeserved bad 
reputation. Usually they won’t harm 
anyone unless provoked. We have bees 
around here all the time and no one 
gets stung,” he said. 

Spears operates his beekeeping 
business in a warehouse behind his 
father’s business, FenceCraft in 
Upland. He gave his father a gift of a 
hive. 

His dad promptly installed the hive 
in his office, in plain view of the public. 
Spears even drilled a hole in the office 
wall so the bees can come and go from 
the enclosed hive as they please. 

“My father said it gives customers 
something to look at when he’s busy 
with other customers,” Spears said 
with a laugh.

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Largest sugar pine tree 
in Southern California gone

The largest sugar pine tree in 
Southern California is gone. 

The Joe Elliott tree, named 
after an early supervisor of the 
San Bernardino National Forest, 
jumped 15 feet in the air and 
then collapsed when U.S. Forest 
Service rangers were forced to 
blow it up Feb. 26. 

Disease and vandalism forced 
the destruction of the tree, 
which was located in a popular 
spot for campers near a trailhead 
in the Cucamonga Wilderness 
area, said Gary Earney of the 
Lytle Creek Ranger Station. 

“There was nothing we could 
do to save it, to preserve its” 
health and vigor,” Earney said. 
“It was way too dangerous to cut 
with a chain saw, so we used 
explosives.” 

Earney said the tree, which 
was supposedly the largest 
sugar pine tree in the U.S. south 
of the Inyo National Forest, had 
its insides turned to dust by a 
disease callled quinine conk, 
and had been used by campers 
as a fireplace. 

‘It had a great big fire scarin 
it,” said Elliott Graham, Cajon 
District Ranger. ‘The tree was 
sitting and twisting very slowly 
in the wind. | wouldn’t want it 
coming down on my head.” 

Upland resident Daniel Oakes 
said he went up to see the tree 
the day it was blown up, not 
knowing what plans were in 
store for it. 

“| went up there to see it and | 
got there 10 minutes too late,” 
Oakes said. 
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(Formerly Wicker ‘N’ Wood) 
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The tree was about 150 feet 
tal! and 6-7 feet in diameter, and 
probably over 500 years old 
when it was destroyed, Earney 
estimated. 

Sugar pines can live to be 600- 
700 years old, he said, but 
because of the toll taken by 
disease, it was impossible to 
determine the exact age of the 
tree. 

“We were thinking about 
cutting and varnishing a section 
of the tree, but the tree was too 
rotten,” Earney said. 

Don Bauer, who was a forest 
supervisor between 1958 and 
1974, and now is a senior 
planner in the county planning 
department, recalled that the 
tree also was known as the San 
Sevaine Tree. 

Bauer said the tree was 
dedicated to Joe Elliott because 
he was instrumental in the the 
completion of a fire road from 
San Antonio Canyon to Lytle 
Creek, which enabled 
firefighters to work across the 
valley. 

The fire road was one of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps 
(CCC) programs of the 1930s. 

“That’s when a majority of the 
road building was done on the 
forest,” Graham said. There were 
20 CCC camps in the San 
Bernardino National Forest, with 
200 men in each camp, he said. 

Following the completion of 
the fire road, local citizens had a 
bronze plaque made to 
commemorate the project, but 
Bauer and Graham said 
dedicating a tree to a forest 
supervisor was actually a

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College salary 
hikes are delayed

Union ratification and board 
consideration of possible pay 
increases for 225 Chaffey 
College employees will be put 
off until April 24 because of a 
legal technicality. 

The Chaffey College governing 
board tentatively agreed March 
20 to implement the 
recommendations of a 1984 
wage and salary study at its 
upcoming April 3 meeting, and 
said it would negotiate in the 
meantime with representatives 
of the Chaffey College chapter 
of the California State 
Employees Association (CSEA) 
to bring the increases up to 
1985-86 levels. 

CSEA ratification of the wage 
increases was expected March 
27, but CSEA president Dixon 
Wolf said negotiations would be 
postponed for about two weeks 
to allow the board to announce 
negotiations in an open session. 

The negotiations were 
expected to be announced in 
this afternoon's board meeting. 

“Negotiations are not 
happening because legal notice 
has not been made far enough 
ahead of time,” Wolf said. 

CSEA represents 186 of the 


non-teaching staff at the college. 


Raises for administrators, 
confidential employees, 
managers and supervisors also 
are outlined in the study. 

Chaffey College interim 
superintendent/president Otto 
Roemmich said some 
preliminary negotiations already 
have occurred.

“We find that we have to 
announce in a public open 
hearing that the negotiations are 
on,” Roemmich said. “We're 
going to announce that at the 
April 3 meeting. Hopefully, the 
negotiations will be successful 
and it will be on the April 24 
agenda.” 

The Chaffey College board 
meetings are usually held on the 
fourth Thursday of the month at 
7:30 p.m., but the meeting was 
moved because of Easter week. 
Today’s meeting was held at 3 
p.m. to allow the board members 
to attend a fund-raising dinner 
associated with the opening of 
Nordstrom’s department store at 
the Montclair Plaza, Roemmich 
said. 

Part of the proceeds from the 
Nordstrom’s dinner will go 
toward keeping Chaffey 
College’s Rex W. Wignall 
Museum/Gallery open. 

The pay increases outlined in 
a $55,000 study by Hay 
Associates, an international 
consulting firm, would bring 
salaries for non-teaching staff at 
Chaffey College closer to 
prevailing market levels. 

The board last week 
tentatively agreed to increases 
ranging from an average 2.83 to 
9.47 percent which were 
recommended to bring wages up 
to competitive levels for the 
1983-84 academic year. 

Negotiations will start in two 
weeks to bring the increases up 
to 1985-86 levels, meaning 
average raises of between 17.37 
and 24.31 percent for the five 
different employee units 
considered in the Hay study.

“A lot of parents don’t like it, 
and a lot of kids don’t like it, but 
| think parents should get out of 
bed when Johnnie comes home 
at 2 in the morning and smell 
him,” Weston said. ‘A lot of 
parents would prefer not to 
confront them.” 

Weston said there’s a gap 
between parents’ awareness of 
drugs and their ability to tell 
whether their kids are using 
drugs. 

“A lot of parents, because of 
their age of coming up through 
the 60s and the hippie 
generation, are aware of the 
drugs, particularly marijuana,” 
Weston said. But ‘‘many kids go 
through the process (of drug 
use) and the parents are not 
aware of it.”’ 

The drug abuse prevention 
and recognition kit that Weston 
uses aS a prop during his 

presentations introduces 
parents to different common 
drugs and what they look like. 

The kit contains placebos of 
common drugs such as “black 
beauties,” speed, cocaine, 
hashish, and marijuana. 

This gives parents an idea of 
what certain drugs look like. 


“If they see it later, they can 
say, ‘That looks like some of the 
stuff we saw in the kit,’ Weston 
said. 

When he makes presentations 
in front of school children, he 
tells them the drugs are 
placebos, but someone always 
tries to tamper with the kit 
anyway, Weston said. 

“We tell the kids, don’t bother 
to try to get this thing open, 
because everything in here is 
candy.” 

He recommended that if 
parents suspect their children of 
being under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol, but aren't sure, 
they should compare the child 
with a sober person by standing 
them side-by-side. 

In addition to odors, parents 
should check the general facial 
expression, pupil size, and look 
for signs of lethargy. 


“Take another person in the 
same house and look at their 
pupils and see how they 
compare,’’ Weston said.

It started out with aclass 
paper. 

But that six-page assigned 
report turned into a quest into 
her heritage for Pitzer College 
freshman Loriene Honda. 

A Japanese American herself, 
19-year-old Honda organized last 
week’s panel of six speakers on 
the relocation experperience 
during World War II. 

She had known her father had 
been kept in Manzanar, a 
concentration camp for 
Americans of Japanese descent 
following the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor, but she had never talked 
to him about it. 

“When | needed résources for 
the report, | talked to him. We 
talked for two hours,” she said. 
“| didn’t know how severe it 
was.” 

Her father lived in the camp 
off U.S. Highway 395 near the 
city of Lone Pine for three years 
when he was about the age she 
is now. He has always been 
quiet about those years and has 
never harped on them, she said. 

“Some people are more 
resentful,” she said, ‘but he’s 
not one of them.” 

“The Japanese felt degraded 
when they were treated like 
cattle, shoved into box trains

However, the requirement

and shipped to designated 
areas,” she wrote in her report, 
based on the interview with her 
father. 

In a footnote to the paper she 
added, “I learned of his pain, 
fears, hopes and triumphs in the 
(camp) and most importantly, | 
discovered his reason for 
avoiding the evacuation issue in 
our household: it was obviously 
a painful period in his life. ... My 
father preferred to leave it in the 
past and to concentrate on the 
present and the future.”’ 








Honda, who grew up in 
suburban middle-class Monterey 
Park with her parents, said she 
had never had much interest in 
her cultural background before. 
However, researching the paper 
stirred her enough to take 
seriously the suggestion of her 
professor, Homer Garcia, to 
organize a panel on the 
relocation camps. 

“I’m overwhelmed that he put 
so much trust in me,” she said, 
explaining that freshmen have 
rarely organized such an event in 
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Class paper leads to quest for heritage 


the past. But she saw the need 
because of her own ignorance 
prior to her research and the fact 
that many of her friends were 
not aware of the United States’ 
own concentration camps. 

She interviewed at least 80 
people by telephone before she 
selected her panel of six 
Japanese Americans to discuss 
the relocation experience. 

Pitzer College cooperated by 
allowing her to use one of their 
auditoriums and providing help 
with publicity. The faculty 


provided food for the reception 
after the panel discussion, she 
said. In addition, her father and 
mother gave her lots of advice 

and support, she said. 

But the fact remains that one 
freshman — despite term 
papers, exams and the ususal 
rigors of school life — organized 
an important college event. 

“It feels really good to 
contribute something toa 
school. | wanted to do 
something that will help,” she 
said.

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Another chapter is about to be 
written in the story of one of Alta 
Loma’s oldest houses. 

The Albert House, at 10323 19th 
St., has been the frequent subject 
of political controversy over its 80- 
year history, and one previous 
owner even claimed the house was 
haunted. 

A “for sale” sign now stands in 
front of the Queen Anne Victorian- 
style house, built in 1906 by 
Pennsylvania inventor Henry 
Albert, who lived there with his 
wife, Mary, and their four children. 

Ada Cooper of the Rancho 
Cucamonga Historical 
Preservation Commission 
discounted the claims of former 
owner Carolyn Griffin that the 
house was haunted. 

“Where she got that information 
is out of her own imagination,” 






Cooper said of Griffin’s 
allegations. 

Griffin, in an undated 
testimonial contained in the 
Rancho Cucamonga Community 
Services Department files, claims 
that ‘‘many mysterious 
experiences happened while living 
there” including a ‘‘near death” 
experience. 

Griffin also claimed the Alberts 
built the house “in the middle of 
nowhere, for the sole purpose of 
using this property for their 
involvement in witchcraft.” 

Cooper, who was executrix of 
the estate of the Albert’s oldest 
daughter, Eleanor, said she was 
angered by Griffin’s claims. 

“She (Eleanor Albert) certainly 
was not anything like that letter 
said,’ Cooper said. 

“Sure, they were old maids who 


lived there in their later years,” 
Cooper said of Eleanor and her 
sister, Mary. “They lived there 
practically all their lives.” 

Griffin wrote that based on her 
bizarre experiences in the house, 
she “dedicated the property for the 
use of ministry and a halfway 
house was eventually opened up.” 

The house never legally became 
a drug rehabilitation center, 
Cooper said. 

“People came and went but it 
never had a title of adrug 
rehabilitation center,” she said. 

The house reportedly has two 
“secret rooms,” but the current 
owner, Jeannette Darrow, said she 
didn’t know where they were. 

Carolyn and Lewis Parks, who 
owned the house sometime before 
Griffin, wanted to turn the house 
into a French restaurant, but the 


effort was blocked in 1978 when 
the Planning Commission refused 
a zoning change. 

Several efforts to make the 
house a designated historical 
landmark have failed because the 
roofing material does not meet fire 
codes. 


“The person who put the roof on 
did not get a building permit for it 
and the roof is not fire retardant,” 
said Community Services 
Coordinator Mary Whitney. 

But the house may still become 
a historical landmark one day, 
Whitney said. 


“} don’t think it’s a dead issue,” 
she said. “There are some 
logistical problems to work out 
with the roof. We're currently 
working with the building official, 
city attorney and the fire district” 


on the historical landmark 
designation, she said. 


Upon Eleanor Albert's death in 
1971, many of the furnishings in 
the house went to the Chaffey 
Communities Cultural Center. 


A dining room set, buggy, 
carpets, and a stove, are among 
the items on display in the 18th 
Street museum, said Beatrice 
Riggs of the cultural center. 


“She (Eleanor) used the 
cookstove up until the last day she 
lived in the house,” Riggs said. 
“We have the clock that sat on the 
mantel, and some of his (Henry 
Albert’s) inventions.” 


Albert’s inventions included a 
platform used by railroad 
passengers to step into trains, 
Briggs said. 
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The Albert House, built in 1906, was originally part of a 60-acre ranch (top left). 
Carved cherry woodwork adorns many of the doorways (far left). A stained glass 
window by an unknown artist tops a hall closet door (immediate left). A gold-plated 


bathtub is in the downstairs bathroom (above).

“H.0.T. TIPS” 
(HOUSE OF TOOLS) 


Some pieces of old rug come in 
handy around the shop. When 
sanding, they can be put under the 
piece to protect from scratches. 
Put some on the top of saw 
horses. Also you can use them on 
the floor when you need to tip a 
project on it's side. 

To make a fast cutting file/rasp 
(great for cleaning out mortises 
and other slots), cut equal lengths 
of band saw blade, then join them 
together by taping at the ends 
with black (electric) tape. You can 
make it any width, just add blades 
as needed. Alternating the tooth 
direction of the blades will permit 
cutting in both directions.
